York — The Security Council vot- 
ed on Thursday to authorize the use 
of force to compel Iraa’s retreat 
from Kuwait and its release of for- 
eign hostages held as shields 
against a possible attack. 

The council set a deadline of Jan. 
15 for Iraa τῷ comply. 

The measure. known as Resolu- 
on 678. won the support of 12 of 
the [5 counci] members. Cuba and 
Yemen voted against it and China 
abstained. 

It was only the second time in the 
history of the United Nations that 
the council has approved the em- 
ployment of military force to roll 
back aggression. 

Sitting as president of the Securi- 
᾿ ty Council, the ULS. secretary of 
AES aie: James A. Baker 3d. described 
the issue “as the most important in 
the history of the United Nations.” 

“Our aim today musi be to con- 
vince Saddam Hussein that the 
just. humane demands of the coun- 
cil and the intemational communi- 
ty cannot be ignored.”

Veterans in Vietnam 
Officials in Vietnam insist 
that few of their disabled veter- 
ans suffer the kind of psycholo- 
gical urauma that afflicted 
many Americans who fought 
there.

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Britain's new prime minister, Jom Major, 
is the Conservative Party's answer to ἃ deli- 
cate question. The Conservatives (or most of 
them, at any rate) continue to cherish many 
of Margaret Thatcher’s ideas, but they knew 
that she herself had become unpopu- 
lar. Prime minister since 1979, she had, like 
many people long in power, become increas- 
ingly peremptory, remote and dictatorial.

Flying a corporate plane helps you escape the 
misery of hanging around in airport terminals. 
Even bubs like Heathrow have civilized facilities 
for private jets. And there are 600 or so airporis 
throughout Europe where a jet can land. Only 
about 170 are served by commercial airlines. 

‘You may suffer air waffic control delays. But you 
have more flexibility in coping with them. Corpo- 
rate jets reach cruising altitude quicker than a 
commercial airliner and can fly either above or 
below most of the air traffic congestion. ὁ 

Corporate jets come in three major categories, a 
function of price, cabin size and range, The entry 
level is the small business jet, like the Citation 2, 
and the Lear 35, costing $3 million to $4 million, 
carrying four to six . who share the cabin 
with the crew, and with a range of 1,000 to 3,000 
kilometers. 

At the other extreme are “big irons,” such as the 
Gulfstream IV, Falcon 900 and the Canadair Chal- 
leager. These have big, stand-up cabins for 14 to 16 
passengers, cost $15 million to $25 million and 

igally have a range of around 5.500 to 6,500 

ometers. The former, the Gulfstream IV, 
has a range of 8, jometers, which means it can 
fly nonstop from Chicago to London, and travels at 
1,000 kph, which is faster than ἃ 747, 

Then there is the mid-cabin market. such as the 
British Act 125-800, the Citation 3, the Lear 
55 and the Astra. They have six to eight seaw, 
separated from the crew, a range of up to 4200 
kilometers and cost $6 million to $9 million. 

Whether it is worthwhile depends on your travel 
pattern. If this is mainly between Paris and New 
York. a business jet does not make a great deal of 
sense.
